Judge Randolph Bryant of Sher- 


man,

Houston and Judge W. I. Grubbs, 
of Alabama signed the opinion 
which read as follows:

The rioting continued for half 


an hour before it was quelled and 
many were injured in the fighting.

The police army was equipped

They seem- 
ed in an ugly mood and more 
ban 100 patrolmen were assigned 
to watch them, ready with revolv- 
ers, rifles and gas bombs to stop 
any new outbreak.
